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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

On page 4 of the specification, line 3 after the term "drawing" insert -Fig. 1 -. 
In claim 3 line one, cancel "or in particular according thereto". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed invention. There is no 
teaching in the art to have the purge gases flow in the manner as set forth or an 
apparatus that allows for such flow. The prior art teaches flowing purge gases into 
chambers but there is no teaching to flow and set up the apparatus to allow for purge 
gas flow between the ceiling of the chamber and the reactor and to remove through a 
moveable gap. The prior art does not suggest any modification to the gas flow to obtain 
the flow as instantly claimed.
